North Carolina State College

North Carolina State College, which proudly plays host to its many friends 
this season, is more than a State Institution. It is a full-fleged partner in 
a national land grant system of higher education. 

Beginning its first year of service on October 3, 1889, the college has ad- 
vanced from an humble founding to become one of America’s most highly 
respected institutions in the field of technology. 

It was established under the provisions of the Morrill Act, passed by the 
United States Congress and signed into law by President Abraham Lincoln 
on July 2, 1862. Its principal curricula are devoted mainly to resident teach- 
ing, research, and extension in the applied sciences, but it also embraces a 
broad program of training in the humanities, 

Speaking in Pullen Hall on the 60th anniversary of the founding of North 
Carolina State College, Dr. David A. Lockmiller, president of the University 
of Chattanooga and a former faculty member at N, C, State, paid the follow- 
ing tribute to this institution: 

“This college, in cooperation with other agencies in the State, has a 
definite responsibility to provide the kinds of education that will retain and 
restore the fertility of the soil; protect and preserve forests and wildlife; 
keep streams free from pollution; promote industrial diversification and 
improved methods in agriculture, engineering, and manufacturing; beautify 
and improve homes, schools, churches, factories, and highways; and clean up 
cities and small towns. 

“Tt is difficult to summarize State College's program and resources, The 
ultimate value of 5,000 students on the campus, in ¢lassrooms, laboratories, 
and libraries, receiving instruction from a staff of teachers and specialists 
holding degrees from leading institutions of the world staggers the imagina- 
tion... .? 

Aside from its classroom and laboratory training, State College puts gteat 
emphasis on the development of character. The college, has constantly 
hammered home the idea that the South and nation needs more than educated 
men. The School believes that the country and the region hoth need educated 
gentlemen, and that conviction has motivated the progress of State College 
through the years. 

‘The late Dr. Wallace C, Riddick, former president of the college, once said: 

“State College always has been and always will be interested in men. The 
best advertisement of a college is the character and success of its alumni.” 

Physically, the college is composed of seven major schools: the School of 
Agriculture, the School of Design, the School of Education, the School of 
Engineering, the School of Forestry, the School of General Studies, and the 
School of Textiles, Closely allied in function and administration with these 
schools are the Agricultural Extension Service, the Agricultural Experiment 
Station, and the College Extension Division, 

Collectively, they provide the resident teaching, research, and extension, 
training of the College. The work of these diyisions each year affects the 
lives of virtually all of North Carolina’s approximately 4,000,000 citizens. 

State College today is a dedicated servant of the people, working hand in 
hand with other institutions, agencies, and individuals toward a brighter 
future for mankind. 
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THE 1953 OUTLOOK

‘The loss of 14 lettermen from last year and the lack of any real experience 
among the returning 40 squad members paints a rather dreary picture of 
Coach Horace Hendrickson’s 1953 N. G. State Wolfpack prospects for the 
season, but there is still evidence that the current team will improve upon 
last year's record of three wins and seven losses, 

With such opposition as North Carolina, George Washington, Davidson, 
Wake Forest, Duke, William and Mary, Army, Pittsburgh, West Virginia and 
Florida State due to face the Wolfpack on successive week-ends between 
Sept. 26 and Nov. 28, the task ahead presents a man-size job, one that will 
require the utmost on the part of players and coaches. Most of these 
opponents will rate as heavy favorites over State and in order to achieve the 
three victories of last season, at least one upset will have to be pulled off, 

But the Wolfpack squad of '53 will have some good material to work with 
at several positions and if the sophomores on the team come up to expecta- 
n, State might be cepable of one or more of the opponents’ scheduled to 
take its measure, 

A large majority of the returning squad members saw some kind of 
service in 1952, the first year of the split T-formation for the Wolfpack. 
Although most of the group were freshmen a year ago they have learned 
the hard-way. Some of the astronomic seores mounted by the opposition last 
year were the results of freshman mistakes, which can be traced only to lack 
of experience. These same freshmen are back for another crack at major 
league competition and they undoubtedly will be improved, They may not 
make the same mistakes twice. 

Offensively the State club should be eapable of scoring more than the 
85 points mustered by last year’s team. Quarterback Eddie West and Full- 
back Don Langston will be the key men in the scoring punch. West, a 195- 
pound sophomore from Alexandria, Va., played both half and quarter last 
year. In the Spring game he was used exclusively at quarterback and his 
passing provided three touchdowns. Langston was the wheelhorse of the '52 
club gaining 499 yards on 100 rushing attempts for nearly five yards per 
try. He's a hard-hitter and ean pick his field well. There is no better fullback 
in the Atlantic Ooast Conference, according to the State coaching staff. 

To help out West and Langston are a dozen other backs who're promising 
performers. Ted Kilyk, a sophomore from Phoenixville, Pa. provided two 
touchdowns last season as strictly a defensive performer, running back one 
punt and an intercepted pass for scores. He'll likely work at one halfback 
slot on offense and looks like a comer. Cris Frauenhofer, a 180-pound senior 
co-captain from Kenmore, N. Y., played his first offensive football in the 
Spring game after three years of defense, but his play was encouraging and 
he may rate with West, Langston and Kilyk as a starter at halfback. 

Behind West at quarterback the situation is touch and go. Carl Wyles, a 
5-9 senior, is a competent passer and’ likely will he called upon as West's 
understudy and Jim Meadlock, a jayvee squad member last year, has little 
experience, but is showing promise. A fourth man, Sophomore Colbert 
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Micklem from Hopewell, Va., is a halfback candidate, but may be used at 
quarter as the season moves along, He has the ability to produce. 

Speed will be abundant at the halfback slots behind Kilyk and Frauen- 
hofer. Dickie Bethune, a Clinton, N. C. junior, turns the 100-yard dash in 
9.9. seconds in track gear and is certain to see action here along with husky 
John Zubaty, a Blairsville, Pa. sophomore. Zubaty is a good runner and 
dashed 63-yards for one score in the Spring game, Other halfback candidates 
include Bill Teer, Monte Seehorn and Micklem, who will double at quarter- 
back. 

Behind Langston at fullback three good men and true will hope to see 
some service. Joe Barringer, a 195-pounder from Jacksonville, N. ©., is 
probably the best of the trio. He’s a hard-runner and has had defensive 
experience, Ralph Martini, a 200-pounder, has returned to the plunging spot 
after a year as an end candidate. If he adjusts to the offensive job, he'll be a 
yaluable man. 

The key, however, to State’s rise or fall this year may lie not with the 
backfield, but with the line. Last year State’s defenses gave up 336 points 
the largest total in history. To improve on the overall record this year, a 
definite improvement must be made in defensive line play. 

At the end positions, Hendrickson will have only three lettermen, Co- 
Captain John Thompson, Harry Lodge and Henry Brown, who earned his 
monogram last year as a defensive halfback. Thompson and Lodge probably 
will rate starting jobs with Brown scheduled for extensive action. Sophomore 
Finley Reed, who did not play last year because of a broken ankle, is also a 
top candidate and did well in the Spring game. Others include Paul Smith, 
David Gebhardt and Bob Becker. 

At the guards State will probably find its best line strength, John Bagonis, 
Ed Mazgaj and Al D'Angelo are all lettermen and are among the best ever 
to attend State. These three will battle it out for the two starting posts. 
Reserve strength lies with four other capable performers, J. W. Frankos, 
Charlie Davis, James Frazier and Mike Nardone. Frankos and Davis are the 
most experienced of this quartet and both will be called on frequently. Al- 
though the guards, except for Bagonis, have no more than a year’s ex- 
perience, they are well qualified to get the job done. 

The real heft of the Wolfpack line is at tackle where some promising 
talent is developing. Sophomores C. M, Price, Tony Leone and Henry 
Spivey all weigh above the 220-pound mark. Price and Spivey earned letters 
last year and will be candidates for the right tackle job. Senior Ben Kapp, 
Junior Ken Urgovitech and Charlie O’Bryant are the leading candidates for 
the other post. Urgovitch looks like the top man with Kapp close behind. 
Both men performed well in the Spring game and Kapp is a letterman, 
Percy Riden, a 220-pound senior, is expected to work at either position and 
will undoubtedly see plenty of action. 

At center the State coaching staff is confronted with a real problem. 
Lettermen Bob Paroli and Fred Battaglia flunked out in summer school and 
this gap must be plugged by sophomores with little offensive experience. 
Dick Tonn, a 200-pounder from Cleveland, Ohio, is a fine linebacker and 
must now learn offensive play. Only experienced ball-snapper on the center 
roster is Ralph Mueller, a senior, who has been only a reserve for two sea- 
sons. One sophomore, Dewey Stallings, who has been converted from tackle, 
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may be the answer to the pivot position problem. He'll be given every 
opportunity to make good. 

Summing up the job facing the State coaches, it becomes evident that the 
team will have to go a long-way on hustle and spirit, The lack of experience 
at key positions makes the coaching job doubly hard. The small squad, how- 
ever, will enable the State staff to devote more time to individual problems 
and a lot more may be accomplished than the casual observer believes can 
be done at first look. 

There is, however, a grim determination on the part of both players and 
coaches to see the job through to the finish for they believe that despite the 
problems’a fighting team can be turned out at West Raleigh this year. 

The same coaching staff that assisted Hendrickson last year returns 
almost intact with Mike Karmazin due to tutor the line. Tim Timerario the 
ends and Billy Hickman the backs with Hendrickson overseeing the entire 
operation, Beattie Feathers, who assisted Hendrickson last year, has resigned 
to coach the Fort Jackson service team at Columbia, 8. C. 


MEET NORTH CAROLINA STATE’S DIRECTOR OF ATHLETICS 
Roy B. Clogston 


After five years at the helm of 
N. C. State’s athletic program, Roy 
Bennett Clogston has shown tliat 
he knows his way around. His popu- 
larity has grown by leaps and 
bounds and everywhere he has made 
additional friends for the school’s 
athletic teams. 

Taking over the reins at State on 
August 1, 1948 Clogston found 
many problems confronting the 
program, but with a systematic 
effort he set about the task of 
building Wolfpack teams and facili- 
ties to the point where today they 
ure considered among the best: in 
the South. 

Under Clogston’s administration 
the huge William Neal Reynolds 
Coliseum was completed and read- 
ied for the 1949-50 baskethall sea- 
son. It was largely through his 

ROY B. CLOGSTON personal efforts that the first con- 
Athletic Director test was staged in the structure on 
December 1, 1949, 

Clogston has untiringly devoted his time to the progress of athletics at 
State. He has been instrumental in helping round out the schedule of inter- 
collegiate contests for State teams and through his efforts a full-time tennis 
and soteer coach was added to the Wolfpack staff. Not only is Clogston 
vitally interested in the major sports on the campus, but he is a close 
follower of the so-called minor sports of swimming, track, tennis, golf, 
soccer and wrestling. He serves as adviser to the State golf team. 

A graduate of Springfield College at Springfield, Mass., Clogston is a 
native of Ballston Lake, N. Y. He holds a degree is physical education from 
Springfield and a Master's degree in physical education from New York 
University. 

Clogston's background in college athletics is extensive. For nearly 20 
years he was director of athletics at St, Lawrence University at Canton, 
N. Y. and during his tenure there established St. Lawrence as one of the 
leading small colleges in national athletic circles, At St, Lawrence he served 
as head football coach as well as golf and wrestling mentor. 

During World War IT Clogston saw extensive service with the Navy. He 
served as administrative officer under Commander Tom Hamilton in the 
far-famed Hamilton-program which brought recreation facilities to the far 
corners of the world. He also served as rehabilitation officer on Guam and 
several other bases in the South Pacific. Clogston left the service with the 
rank of commander and is still active in the U. S. Naval Reserve. 
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Willis R. Casey 


Assistant Athletic Director and Swimming Coach 


-all trades on the State athletic staff is Willis Casey, who has one 
of the most impressive records as any iank coach in the South. Besides his 
eoaching duties, Casey handles much of the business of the athletic depart~ 
ment, is manager of both the Dixie Classic and Atlantic Coast Conference 
basketball tourriaments, and pitches 
in to assist in running off tracks 
and cross country meets, 

Casey’s record as swimming 
coach is slightly terrific. Although 
only 33 years old he has amassed a 
reeord of 136 victories against only 
12 losses in seven years as head 
tank coach at N.C. State. His 1953 
Wolfpack team won 12 dual meets 
and as individuals won three 
Southern Conference titles. During 
his 10 years of coaching in the 
Southern Conference, he has nine 
times won the Carolinas A.A.U, 
title and cropped five Southern 
A.A.U, crowns, 

Over the years Casey has coached 
many su sful swimmers, inelud- 
ing 40 boys who were National 
Junior Champions of America. 
Standouts of the past year include 
Frank Nauss, Southern Conference 
1,500 and 440 champion who is also 
a member of the All-American team in the 40-yard free style, Bob Mattson, 
Southern Conference 150-yard individual medley, and also a member of the 
1953 All-America medley team. 

Willis is a graduate of the University of North Carolina where he majored 
in Physical Education. He was a champion swimmer in his undergraduate 
days and one of the top breaststrokers in the nation. After graduation from 
Carolina he remained as swimming coach for two years before coming to 
N.C. State in 1946, 

Casey has been instrumental in not only raising the standard of swimming 
teams at N. C. State, but he has also assisted greatly in improving track 
and cross country teams. He began the North Carolina Cross-Country 
Championships, which are held annually at State and also instigated the 
first Big Four All-Star track and field meet, which is held each year. 

The prospects for Oasey’s 1953-54 swimming squad are very bright and 
the Wolfpack squad likely will be one of the best in the South and a 
definite threat for the Atlantic Coast title. 


Head Coach Horace (Horse) Hendrickson 


‘Taking over the football coaching reins at N. C. State last year Horace 
Hendrickson, former Duke University football star, has been in the coaching 
field for the past 18-years. He brings a wealth of experience to his coaching 
job, which includes positions at Duke, Elon College, University of Pennsyl- 
vania and with the professional] Brooklyn Dodgers. 

A native of Beaver Falls, Pa,, Hen- 
drickson attended Kiski Prep and was 
a standout performer on football, base- 
ball and baskethall teams. In 1930 he 
entered Duke and went on to become 
one of that institutions greatest all- 
around athletes, starring as quarter- 
back of the Blue Devils first Southern 
Conference championship team, as 
regular third baseman on Coach Jack 
Coombs baseball squad and earning 
letters as a basketball regular under 
Coach Eddie Cameron. He is one of the 
few three sport-lettermen in Duke 
athletic history. 

Wallace Wade, now commissioner of 
the Southern Conference, who coached 
Hendrickson at Duke, rates the 
Wolfpack football coach as one of the 
greatest quarterbacks he ever coached, 
Wade's career covers nearly a half- 
century of coaching great teams at 
Alabama and Duke. Hendrickson : ~ 
achieved his nickname “The Horse” HORACE HENDRICKSON 
during his senior year at Duke when Head Football Coach 
he played eyery position in the Blue NiO. Bhate 
Devil backfield. 

Hendrickson’s football achievements at Duke were many. He was selected 
to the All-American first-team and was a standout in the 1983 game with 
Tennessee, which Duke won 10-2. Hendrickson was also voted to several All- 
America blocking teams. 

After his graduation in 1934 from Duke, Hendrickson was named assistant 
freshman coach by Wallace Wade. He remained in that capacity through 
June 1937 and also assisted in basketball and baseball. 

In the summer of 1937 Hendrickson was selected to his first head coaching 
job at Elon College and it was the start of one of the most successful connec- 
tions ever made by the Fighting Christians, During the five years from 
1937 through 1941 that Hendrickson guided the destinies of Elon, the foot- 
ball squad won two North State Conference championships, two in basket- 
ball and three in baseball. Hendrickson was head coach of all three sports as 
well as athletic director. His football teams, meeting the best in the North 
State, won 32, lost 12 and tied 1. 

After a highly successful 1941 season when the Elon Christians won eight 
and lost only once and claimed the North State Conference crown, Hendrick- 
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son resigned to move to the University of Pennsylvania as backfield coach 
under George Munger and head baseball coach. Hendrickson served as chief 
scout for Munger’s Pennsylvania Quakers, who won the Ivy League title 
each year during Hendrickson’s stay between 1942 and 1948. 

Hendrickson resigned at Pennsylvania in 1948 to join Carl Voyles with the 
now defunct Brooklyn Dodgers of the National Mootball League. In the 
Dodger organization Hendrickson scouted for the baseball team and handled 
the backfield coaching job, 

When the Brooklyn team decided to withdraw its football interests from 
the professional game Hendrickson had several offers of coaching assign- 
ments, but his love of North Carolina drew him back to his alma mater, 
Duke University, where he was named head freshman coach of football, 
baseball and baskethall. 

Hendrickson’s second job at Duke was a highly successful yenture as all 
his other assignments had been. His first Blue Imp freshman football squad 
was undefeated in six games during the 1949 season and ranks as one of 
the best yearling teams ever produced at Duke, In 1950 Hendrickson’s 
freshman team won three and lost two. Among the victories was a 10-0 win 
scored over an N, C. State freshman team, which was one of the best turned 
out at West Raleigh. 

When State began a search for a new backfield coach in the summer of 
1951, Hendrickson was recommended for the position and was immediately 
signed to a three-year contract. He assumed his duties on August 1, 1951, 
and took over as chief sequt in addition to his backfield coaching job. 

In December, 1951, when the State Athletic Council began'a search for a 
new football coach they had to look no further than their own staff to pick 
a successor to Beattie Feathers. Hendrickson was given the approval of the 
council and was signed to a three-year contract, He immediately assumed 
the duties and began to lay plans for the 1952 season. 

A thorough student of football, Hendrickson has had experience with all 
styles of play, He began to switch from the single-wing to the split 
T-formation in spring practice in April and succeeded in moulding the 
squad into the new style of play in time to impress observers in the annual 
Red-White intra-squad contest in May. 

Hendrickson faces a big task with the 1953 Wolfpack, but its one that 
he is tackling with a determination that has characterized his entire coaching 
career. He predicts no miracles with his second Wolfpack team, but those 
who know “The Horse” feel that he will give State a fighting team. Hen- 
drickson's lifetime record as a head coach shows 44 vietories, 20 defeats and 
only one tie. During five years in the tough North State Conference at Elon 
his teams lost only five league games and were never beaten by more than 
two touchdowns, At Duke as freshman mentor his teams won nine and lost 
only twice and his Blue Imps were regarded as the best coached yearling 
team in the Southern Conference. 

At Dike Hendrickson was an outstanding campus leader as well as one 
of the greatest athletes in that institution's history, He graduated with 
honors with a Batchelor of Arts degree in History and a minor in Education. 
He was a member of the Omicron Delta Kappa, honorary fraternity, and 
Red Friars, eampus secret organization composed of the top seven men at 
Duke based on leadership, scholarship and personality. Hendrickson is also 
a member of Phi Delta Theta, national socia] fraternity. As a sophomore 
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Hendrickson was named to BOS-Sophomore honorary fraternity and as 
freshman received the gold “D” as the school’s most outstanding freshman 
athlete. 

Hendrickson’s football honors were many during his stay at Duke, He was 
selected to both the All-South and All-Southern first-teams by the leading 
wire services in 1933 and named alternate quarterback on the New York 
Sun first-team All-America. Hendrickson was the first man to receive the 
Southern Conference Blocking Trophy as the circuit’s most outstanding 
blocker. The award was then known as the Millis Blocking Trophy and has 
today become the Jacobs Blocking Trophy, given annually to the best blocker 
in the conference. 

Coach Hendrickson is the father of two boys, Dick, 13 and Jay, 4. He and 
Mrs, Hendrickson, the former Gene Swartz, make their home on St, Mary’s 
Street in Raleigh. Hendrickson observed his 43rd birthday on August 24. 


C. A. (Tim) Temerario — End Coach 


The appointment of C. A. (Tim) Temerario, former end coach and chief 
scout with the Cleveland Brows as football end coach and defensive coach 
at North Carolina State College was announced April, 1952 by Dr. H, A. 
Fisher, chairman of the college athletic council, 

Temerario, a native of Lorraine, 
Ohio, has an extensive background in 
both collegiate and professional foot- 
ball circles. A graduate of Geneva Col- 
lege, Beaver Falls, Pa., with a Batche- 
lor of Science degree in Educutio: 
Temerario holds a Master's degree in 
Edueation from Indiana University 
and has completed a major portion of 
his work toward a doctorate in Phys- 
ieal Education. 

Following his collegiate gridiron ca- 
reer at Geneva College and his gradua- 
tion in 1931, Temerario played one 
season of professional football before 
entering the coaching ranks of East 
Liverpool, Ohio? High School. In 1934 
Temerario accepted an appointment 
as freshman line coach at the Univer- 
sity of Indiana and remained until 
1938 when he moved to Denison Uni- 
versity as football line coach and head 
baseball coach, 

At Denison Temerario served as as- 

N. ©, State sistant professor of Physical Educa- 

tion and worked in both football and 

haseball. In 1941 Temerario left Denison to become a physical education 

instructor at Indiana University and football end coach under Coach Bo 
MeMillian, 

Temerario entered the Navy in 1942 and served in the V-5 program 
under Captain Tom Hamilton. His first assignment was at the Iowa Pre- 
Flight School at Iowa City, Iowa, where he worked with Bernie Bierman, 
former Minnesota coach as head of athletic department and assistant foot- 
ball coach. 

During his Navy service Temerario saw overseas duty in both the Philli- 
pines and during the invasion of Normandy, He was twice commended dur- 
ing the invasion of France. 

Temerario was released from the Navy in September of 1945 and im- 
mediately took over as head line coach at Indiana University, He remained 
at Indiana through 1947 when he joined Coach Bo MeMillian in a moye to 
the professional Detroit Lions. Temerario remained with the Lions through 
1949 when he switched to the Cleveland Browns. 

In his two seasons with the Cleveland Browns, Temerario gained a wide 
reputation for his ability as defensive coach. His services have been sought 
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by several professional teams but Temerario turned down one particularly 
attractive offer in order to take the position at N. C. State. 


Line Coach Mike Karmazin 


Big, likable Mike Karmazin joined the State football staff in March, 1952 
in time to assist Coach Hendrickson with the installation of the split 
T-formation attack of the Wolfpack. 

A native of Irwin, Pa., Mike has 
a rich football background both as 
player and coach. After making all- 
state at Norwin (Pa.) High as a 
guard in 1939, Karmazin cast his 
football future with Duke's Blue 
Devils at Durham, N. C, where he 
was to become one of the Big Blues 
best forwards. 

Karmazin was an All-Southern 
under Coach Wallace Wade for 
two years, 1940-41 and was re- 
garded as one of the best running 
guards ever to play for Duke, He 
was selected to the» All-America 
second-team and made a first-team 
selection on the All-America Block- 
ing squad. Mike was one of the 
mainstays of the Duke Rose Bowl 
team which met Oregon State in 
the transplanted contest at Dur- 
ham, Jan, 1, 1942. 

Mike entered the Coast Guard in MIKE KARMAZIN 
1942 and served for three years Line Coach 
before returning to Duke to com- 
plete work on a Batchelor’s Degree in History, At Duke he was assistant 
under Coach Wade during his undergraduate days. 

Karmazin decided to take a crack at professional football in 1946 and 
played two seasons with the New York Yankees, During both seasons in 
the play-for-pay ranks the Yankee team was runner-up to the Cleveland 
Browns for the pro championship, Karmazin returned to Duke in 1948 to 
assist with the Duke defenses and remained with the Blue Devils until 
1951 when he was named head coach at Fork Union Military Academy, 
Fork Union, Va. His 1951 team had a record of five wins and four defeats. 

When Horace Hendrickson was named head coach at State he immediately 
sought Karmazin’s services to help install the T-formation attack for the 
Wolfpack. Mike agreed to terms and immediately moyed his headquarters to 
Ralaigh where he and his wife, Betty and their three year old daughter 
now make their home in Country Club Homes. 

Although only 33 years old Karmazin is regarded by Hendrickson as one 
of the best young football coaches in the business, At State Mike has charge 
of all line play and will concentrate his work on developing offensive block- 
ing assignments, a department in which he excelled as a player. 
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Backfield Coach Billy Hickman 


A T-formation quarterback with wide and varied experience, Billy Hick- 
man is a valuable man on Coach Horace Hendrickson’s coaching staff. 
Like Mike Karmazin, Hickman assumed his new duties at State March, 1952 
in time to assist with off-season drills, 

Hickman, a native of Baltimore, 
Md., has earned five varsity mono- 
grams, four at the University of 
Virginia and one at Maryland. 
After a highly successful prep 
school career at Baltimore Poly- 
technic, Billy entered Maryland in 
1943 and played regular at quarter- 
back as a freshman under Coach 
Doe Spears. 

In 1944 Hickman was inducted 
into the Navy training program 
and assigned to the University of 
Virginia where he played football 
under Coach Art Guepe for one 
season before going to Cuba for 
another Navy assignment, In 1946 
Hickman was discharged from the 
service and entered Virginia, He 
was a regular quarterback for 
Coach Guepe for the next three 
seasons, 46-47-48 and one of the 
ILLIAM HICKMAN stars of the team. During his stay 

‘Backfield Coach at Charlottesville Hickman played 
N.C State every position in the Virginia back- 
field on both offense and defense. 

After taking a degree in Mechanical Engineering in 1948 Hickman re- 
mained at the University of Virginia to help Coach Art Guepe with the 
Cavalier backfield. After two years at Virginia, Billy moved to Duke 
University at Durham, N. C. in 1950 where he helped Coach Wallace Wade 
set up defenses against the T-formation, 

In 1951 Hickman accepted a position with the Elliott Machine Corp. of 
Baltimore, Md. as a consulting engineer, During the fall he kept his hand 
in football by doing some scouting for Coach Guepe at the University of 
Virginia. 

When Coach Hendrickson began a search for a T-formation specialist, 
Hickman was recommended to him most highly by several leading coaches. 
A call to Baltimore brought an interview with Billy and after two weeks of 
negotiations, Hickman finally agreed to return to the coaching field and take 
the post at N. C. State. 

A very serious student of the T-formation, Hickman has become a virtual 
authority on the subject as far as the Wolfpack staff is concerned. He has 
set-up complete books for every member of the State team on the split T- 
formation attack and has diagrammed every step in executing ground and 
air patterns. 

Hendrickson calls Hickman, “a football nut,” who is just the kind of a 
coach that every school needs on its staff. 
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Head Trainer Merle J. Mcintosh 


Trainer Red MeIntosh, came to West Raleizh via the University of Arizona 
and Rhode Island State University. McIntosh reported for duty on Septem- 
ber 6, 1952. 


A native of Newcastle, Pa. Red was 
an outstanding football player in 
1929, In 1930 Red enrolled at Duke 
University as a player under Coach 
Wallace Wade and saw service with 
the Blue Devils for two years before 
leaving that institution to play pro- 
fessional football. For two years he 
barnstormed around the country until 
he signed with the Cleveland Rams. 

In 1936 MeIntosh returned to col- 
lege, enrolling at Slippery Rock Teach- 
ers College at Slippery Rock, Pa, As 
an undergraduate he also assisted with 
the football team as line coach. During 
MeIntosh’s stay at Slippery Rock that 
institution ran up a string of 23 
straight football victories that extend- 
ed over three seasons. 

After leaving Slippery Rock in 1940, 
Red was football coach at Emerson 
High School in Union City, N. J. for 
a period of four years. In 1944 Me- 
Intosh accepted a job as assistant 
foothali coach and trainer at Rhode Island State, During his eight years stay 
with the Rhodies, MeIntosh took time off to study physio-therapy at New 
York University, and serve an internship at St, Joseph's Hospital in Provi- 
denee, R. 1. 

McIntosh holds a degree in physical education from Slippery Rock 
Teachers College and has completed graduate work in physio-therapy at 
New York University, While at Rhode Island he was an instructor and 
assistant professor of physical education, 

Trainer McIntosh has wide experience in treating all types of athletic 
injuries. Rhode Island Football Coach Ed Doherty says, “Red MeIntosh 
can rehabilitate an injury faster than anyone I've seen in the business.” 
Other Rhode Island coaches attribute much of the success of the Rams 
great baskethall teams to the skill and savvy exhibited by McIntosh, Frank 
Keaney, former cage coach, and H. C. Haire, present basketball mentor, 
both are high in their praise of MeIntosh’s ability as a trainer. Fred 
Tootell, Rhode Island track coach, says “If Red McIntosh can't get ’em 
ready to run, there’s no hope.” 


An outstanding physio-therapist, MeIntosh’s services are constantly in 
demand, He recently served on the staff of the North Carolina High School 
Coaches Association clinie at Greensboro and during the past summer he has 
worked as advising therapist with the Raleigh Cerebral-Palsy Clinic,

RIDDICK STADIUM 


Riddick Stadium, present site of North Carolina State’s home football 
contests, was started in 1907 as an athletic field and the first football contest 
was played on September 30, 1907 between State and Randolph-Macon. 

In 1912 the stadium received its present name when the senior class voted 
to name the field in honor of Professor W. C. Riddick, who is regarded as the 
father of athletics at North Carolina State. 

Construction of the concrete stands on the west side was begun in the 
summer of 1916 and during that year football contests were held at Raleigh 
with Davidson and Wake Forest. 

In 1928 the stadium was enlarged and the east stands were completed. 
The field house and present lighting system were completed during the 
1938-39 seasons. 

Many changes have taken place in the physical field as it now exists. Once 
it was level with surrounding ground, but grading and new construction has 
lowered the present field until it is approximately eight to ten feet below the 
level of the surrounding earth. 

During recent years the large crowds attending contests in Riddick 
Stadium have forced athletic officials to increase the seating capacity by 
adding extra bleachers at both ends of the playing field. The structure, which 
ence could care for only 5,000 persons in 1916 can now accommodate a 
gathering of about 20,000 people.
